the British dominions in every part of the globe. 
This is the first time that a complete census of 
the British empire has been determined upon by 
the Government, although no country has piodu-. 
ced so many writers upon the subject of popula- 
tion as Great Britain. On the other hand, the 
United States have produced fewer writers on 
the theory of population than Great Britain, 
France, or Germany, yet our country has fur- 
nished more important statistical facts upoa this 
subject than all Europe combined.
